ALLIED SPOKESMEN 


MOST BE PUIN, 


WILSON D E M IE S 


Washington, Sept. 28.-—President 
Wilson has 
served notice on 
the 
European chancellories allied as well 
as Teuton— that they 
must 
scrap 
their old-style statecraft if enduring 
peace is to come out of the great war. 
It was stated semi-oflieially today 
that the purpose 
behind 
his New 
York adderss last night, regarded as 
most strikingly independent, is three­ 
fold, namely: 
First, to notify frankly and openly 
the allied ¡n^kosmcn that they must 
barken to their people's wishes and 
openly clarify their war purposes as 
the United States has done. 
Secondly that they may frankly 
disenss Ameirea's 
views 
and say 
"w hether they think I am mistaken 
in my interpretation of the issues, * 
because unity of purpose is an essen­ 
tial unity of imlitary command to 
properly win the war. 
Third, that the whole world, bellig­ 
erent and neutral, may know that 
America will not be party to a peace 
that sees one nation suffer to the 
profit of another; that this nation in­ 
sit» upon justice to friend and e n e m y 
alike at the peace table; that we in­ 
sist that peace negotiations shall be 
public to the world, and that no se­ 
cret covenants or 
barter 
business 
shall occur within the world alliance 
to enforce peace, upon which we still 
insist. 
Standing out above bis reiteration 
of our war pusposes his adherence to, 
the league-of-nation ideas and like 
positions he has frequently taken ; 
heretofore, is the President's virtual 
challenge to the European spokesmen 
to lay all their cards on the table j 
now. 
He points to the demand of the j 
‘‘‘plain 
workaday people” 
that 
the j 
leaders of their governments declare 
to them ‘‘plainly w hat it is, exactly 
what it is, that they are seeking in 
this w ar.” 
The people of these countries, he 
says, ‘‘are not yet satisfied with what 
they have been told. Statesmen must 
follow clarified common thought or 
be broken.” 
And on this point he talked direct-' 
ly at the statesmen of our associates 
ae well as to the hypocritical spokes- 
emn of our enemies. 
The note of 
the whole address sounded the w arn­ 
ing that America and the allies must 
think more clearly now than ever be­ 
fore of the issues that hang upon the 
war and the purposes that must be 
realized from it.

FREIGHT RATE. 


Washington has suggested a plan 
which may relieve the cattlemen of 
Western Texas and only condltidns 
growing out of war could have been 
contemplated. Thursday morning, Au­ 
gust 29, Administrator Pedeu received 
from the United States Food Admin­ 
istration a telegram stating that the 
Food 
Administration 
had 
arranged 
with the Railroad Administration for 
the establishment of a 76 per cent of 
beef cattle rates to Pennsylvania and 
other Eastern States where pasturage 
is assured and food can be secured. 
The message reads: 
“Relative to drouth stricken cattle 
your State (Texas) we have arranged 
with the Railroad Administration for 
establishment of seventy-five per cent 
(75%) of beef cattle rates to Penn­ 
sylvania and other 
Eastern 
States 
where w'e are assured pastures and 
feed can be secured. 
“The Railroad Administration, how­ 
ever, due to condition of cattle, w’ould 
prefer to handle only in straight train 
lots, thereby affording much better 
service. 
I have asked them to have 
regional director of Federal managers 
in your State (Texas) to take the ques­ 
tion up with you directly, with idea of 
informing shippers 
of situation, so 
that they may get together nnd ar­ 
range their shipments so that traln- 
load service may be possible. 
"I have also asked interested Penn­ 
sylvania people to get in touch with 
your shippers so necessary arrange­ 
ments can be perfected. Mr. Waddell 
of Texas, who is now serving with 
the Bureau of Markets, Department of 
Agriculture, will also assist shippers 
in their arrangements. 
As soon as 
you hear from railroad representatives 
you will be advised as to more details 
and be in better position to co-operate. 
“We have been advised that the sit­ 
uation is extremely serious, hence our 
interest in the matter. 
Texas Cattle 
Raisers’ Association will also be ad­ 
vised directly by Waddell and Simmer- 
man of Pennsylvania, who is arrang­ 
ing for purchase.” 
Immediately upon Washington’s sug­ 
gestion 
for 
relieving 
the 
drouth 
stricken area by diverting live stock 
from the arid plains to points that may 
the better provide for them, Adminis­ 
trator Peden sent the following tele­ 
gram to Colonel Ike T. Pryor, presi­ 
dent of the American National Live 
Stock Association, San Antonio; James 
Callan, president of Texas Cattle Rais­ 
ers' Association, Fort Worth, and L. 
C. Brite, president Panhandle South­ 
western Stockmen’s Association, El 
Paso: 
“The Food Administration has ar­ 
ranged with the Railroad Administra­ 
tion for the establishment of 75 per 
cent of beef cattle rates to Pennsyl­ 
vania and other Eastern States, where 
understand pasturage and feed obtain­ 
able. 
The Railroad Administration, 
however, due to condition of cattle, 
prefer to handle only straight train 
lots, thereby affording much better 
service. 
Regional director of Federal 
managers in Texas will confer with me 
concerning plan and arrange with you 
for trainload service. 
Pennsylvania 
people will get in touch with you and 
Mr. Waddel! of Texas, now serving 
with the Bureau of Markets, Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, will also assist 
shippers.” 
R. C. McElree, director of transpor­ 
tation for the Federal Food Adminis- 
t ration for Texas, will have charge of 
this new work of the Food Administra­ 
tion in Texas, and many of the de­ 
tails of the cattle movements to the 
East will be worked out by Mr. Mc­ 
Elree, during Mr. Peden’s absence in 
Washington, where he will attend a 
conference of State Food Administra­ 
tors.

Administrator Pedeu is advised by 
the U- S. Food Administration that the 
Association of Manufacturers of Con­ 
fectionery and Chocolate of the State 
of New York, as the result of a con­ 
ference held with the food officials 
in Washington August 12. have cone 
on record by recommending that re­ 
tail dealers limit sales of candy to one 
pound at a time; that they reduce win­ 
dow displays of candy by half, giving 
up the space to worthy war activities; 
that they take inventories of stocks of 
candy boxes of two-pound capacity or 
more; that the manufacture nnd sale 
of cocoanut candy be encouraged; and 
that during the canning season fruit 
be eaten instead of candy. 
The action of the New York candy 
makers is regarded as a precedent 
which may be eventually adopted by 
the manufacturers of all the States of 
the Union. 
Candy makers have been 
cut down by the Food Administration 
to one-half the sugar they used last 
year, but no 
restriction 
has 
been 
placed upon the amount of candy that 
retailers may sell at a time. 
The 
seeming inconsistency of this situa­ 
tion with the regulation that limits 
purchases of household sugar to two 
pounds at a time was appreciated by 
the confectiouora of New York State 
t bemselves. 
It is not the aim of the Food Ad­ 
ministration to discourage the nu* 
chase of candy altogether, but to ;.k . 
orate its consumption with a view o‘ 
the saving of «ugar, which must be

AU kinds of food, especially wheat, meats, 
fats and sugar should be economically used. 
No food shall be hoarded. Hoarding is the 
holding, contracting or arranging for food by 
any person in excess of hit reasonable re­ 
quire meats for aee or oonsumptien by him­ 
self and dependents for a reasonable time. 
This does not refer to stocks of home-grown 
vegetables and bom e-can nod or preserved 
fruits. 
All householders who can entirely elimi­ 
nate the use of wheat until the next harvest, 
about September I, should do so. 
Householders who are obliged to use wheat 
should not use more than a total of lVfc 
pounds of wheat flour or prepared wheat, in 
any form, per person per week, including the 
wheat flour in Victory bread, and including the wheat flour oi 
prepared wheat in crackers, pastry, macaroni, breakfast and othex 
foods. 
Victory bread is bread manufactured by bakers under the rules 
of the United States Food Administration. 
In estimating flout 
consumption 1% pounds of Victory bread may be considered equal 
to 1 pound of wheat flour. 
In buying wheat flour an equal weight of other cereals as sub­ 
stitutes for wheat flour must be bought pound for pound. This 
is the 50-50 rule. In buying mixed flours, tba substitutes in them 
may be counted, so that a smaller proportion of substitutes map 
be bought with these flours than with white flour. 
In buying 
graham and whole wheat flours (sontaining not leas than 96 pes 
cent of the entire wheat) 6/10 pounds of substitutes shall be pur­ 
chased with every pound of such flours. 
Whsat flour substitutes are hominy, corn frits, corn meal, corn 
flour, edible corn starch, barley flour, rolled oats, oatmeal, riot, 
rice flour, buckwheat flour, potato flour, sweet potato flour, soya 
bean flour, and feterita flour and meals. 
Householders in towns and cities m ay mot buy m ore than one-eifbth of a 
barrel of flour or two pound# of sugar at any one timo. Householders la the 
country may not buy more than one-fourth of a barrel of flour or tiro pomdm 
of sugar at any one time. In no event teoll any purchaser kayo more than !• 
Says’ supply of either on hand. 
Householder# should not uso atora than % pounds of sugar por 
por wook. 
In addition to tho above, however, sugar may bs used for homo 
and will be available to the householder for th a t purpose upon his i 
certificate that such sugar is desired and will be used only for that 
No wheat flour, or prepared wheat in any term, should be used for any 
peso other than human consumption. 
No wheat fit for human consumptMUf 
should bo used for other purposes.
